of Parliament. The Commission, In 


the course of its labors, has covered |

every province 
where there ts any considerable pro- 
duction of pulpwood and has ac- 
cumulated a vast quantity of eyi- 
dence, 

On the evidence ehtained, there 


is very little probabillty of anything 
in the nature of an embargo which 
would take effect before a consider- 
able term of years, being recom- 
mended, 
Embargo Vavored 

Tn Quebee and tn British Colum- 
bia there were ocensional expres- 
sions of opinion from those engaged 
in the production of paper in Cana- 
da, in favor of an embargo; but the 
great burden of the evidence was so 
decidedly against such a measure 
that it is inconcetvable that anyth- 
ing of that nature will be recom- 
mended, The great protagonist of 
the embargo, Frank Barnjum, had 
carried on a campaign for a long 
period in favor of the {dea and ft 
is understood that it was almost en- 
tirely through his influence with 
the Hlon. W. S. Melding that the 
Commission was appointed, What 
he apparently destred was an em- 
bargo without any investigation; 
and when the Government was not 
prepared to take so drastic a step 
Mr. Barnjum took umbrage, scoffed 
at the commission and refused to 
appear before it to give evidence. 

The majority of the witnesses who 
appeared before the Commission 
were small farmers who depended 
on the production of pulpwood as 
a necessary side line to enable them

mnites of his high gear journey, 
Shortly after leaving Springville, 


Arizona, Baker ran into a heavy 
snow storm while 6,900 feet above 
sea level. Through this blinding, 


soggy impediment, the Oldsmobile 
Six pushed its way for 103 miles 
along a mountain road more than a 
mile high. 

Dropping from an altitude of more 
than 8,000 feet to just 400 feet below 
sea level and driving for hours 
through the Mojave desert in an in 
tense heat of 110 degrees, Needles, 
California, was reached. Oatman 
Pass, practically the last real steep 
climb of the trip, was disposed of in 
Oldsmobile fashion 
and after traversing® the 
Stretches of the “sunny state,” Fri- 
day noon found Baker and his vic- 
torious Oldsmobile Six in front of 


ithe City Hall in Los Angeles. Here 


he was met by a committee headed 
by Hon. George FE. Cryer, Mayor of 
los Angeles. After congratulations 
all around, Baker's first duty was to 
hand Mayor Cryer a letter from Al- 
fred Reeves, President of the Nation- 
al Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merece, 

Mayor Cryer then broke the seals 
on the transmission of Baker's car, 
in the presence of Los Angeles and 
San Francisco newpaper men, who 
vouched that low, second and re- 
verse gears were absent, the sanie as 
when sealed by New York editors. 
Besides being the first autmobile 
to ever cross the continent in high 
gear, the Oldsmobile Six established 
economy records. 
Only 18 ounces of lubricating oil 
were used during the entire trip and 
the gasoline milerage was 28.7 miles 
per gallon. : 

As a final touch of his long pilot's 
job, Baker took the same Oldsmobile 
Six to the Beverly Hills speedway 
and in the presence of representati'e¢

The pyramids were a thousand years old, Baby 
lon and Nineveh had become the centres of vast em 
pires, 

The valley of the Nile and that of the broad Bu 
phrates and Tigris were filled with swarming mass 
es of busy people, when a small tribe of desert wan 
dereds, for reasons of their own, deeided to leave 
their home along the sandy wastes of the Arabian 
desert, and began to travel northward in seareh of 
more fertile fields 

In time to come, 
known as the Jows. 

Centuries later, they were to give us the most im 
portant of all our books, the Bible. 

Still later, one of their women was to give birth 
to the kindest and greatest of all teachers, 

And yet, curious to say, we know nothing of the 
crigin of those strange folk, who came from no- 
where, who played the greaiest role ever atlotied to 
the race of man, and then departed from the histor. 
ical stage to become exiles among the nations of the 
world, 

What | shall therefore tell you in this chapter is 
somewhat vague in its general character and none 
too reliable as to detail: 

But the archaeologists are busily digging in the 
soil of Palestine. hey are learning more and more 
as time goes by, 

A few facets are at our disposal, and of these |

‘They take their origin among the high mountains 
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of the north. They lose themselves in the waters of 
the Persian Gulf, 

Along the banks of those two muddy streams, 
life was very agreeable and quite lazy. Therefore 
the people who inhabited either the cold mountains 
of the north or the scorching desert of the south all 
tried to get a foothold in the valleys of the Tigris 
and the Euphrates, Whenever they hagl a chance, 
they left their old homes and wandered into the 
fertile plain, 

They fought each other and conquered each other, 
and founded one civilization right on top of the 
ruins of another that had gone before. They built 
large cities like Babylon and Nineveh, and moro 
than forty centuries ago they turned this part of the 
world into a veritable paradise, the inhabitants of 
which were envied by all other men. 


Put when you look at the map you will see many 
millions of busy little peasants tilling the fields 
of another powerful country: They live on the 
banks of the Nile and their country is called Wgypt. 
They aro separated from Babylonia and Assyria by 
a narrow strip of land. There are many things 
which they need and which they can obtain only in 
the distant countries of the fertile plain, There 
are many things which the Babylonians and Assy- 
rians need, and whieh are manufactured only in 
Kgypt. The two nations therefore trade with one 
another, and the highroad of commerce runs 
through the narrow strip of land which we have 
just mentioned, 

Nowadays we call that part of the world Syria. 
Tn olden days it was known by many names. It is 
composed of low mountains and broad valleys. It 
has few trees, and the soil is baked by the sun. But 
a number of small lakes and many little brooks 
add a touch of loveliness to the sombre monotony 
of the rocky hills. 

From the earliest times on, this region of the an- 
cient highroads has been inhabited by different 
tribes, who have moved higher from the Arabian 
desert. They all belong the the Semitic race: They 
all speak an identical language. hey worship the 
same gods. Often they fight cach other, Then they 
make treaties of peace with each other, and fight 
each other again. They steal each other's cities 
and each other’s wives and each other’s flocks, and 
generally behave as such wandering tribes will be 
have when there is no higher authority in the land 
than the violence of their own will and strength of 
their own good sword, 

Tn a vague way they recognize the authority of 
the Kings of Egypt or the Kings of Babylonia or 
Assyria. When the tax-collectors of those mighty 
potentates come down the road with their armed 
retinue of men, the quarrelling herdsmen beeome 
very humble. With many profound bows, they 
acknowledge themselves the obedient servants of the 
Pharaoh of Memphis or the King of Akkad. But 
when Tis Exeeliency, the Governor, together with 
his soldiers, has gone, then the old life of tribal war 
fare continues as merrily as before, 

Please do not take these struggles too seriously, 
They were the only sport these ancient 
people could enjoy, and the damage done was usually 
silght. Besides, it kept the young men in good

The Jews, who were to play such a great role in 
the history of the human race, began their career as 
one of the quarrelling, fighting, wandering, stealing 
little tribes who were trying to maintain themselves 
in the land of the High Roads. Unfortunately, wo 
really know next to nothing of the beginning of 
their history, Many learned men have made many 
learned guesses, But a plausible guess does not fil! 
an historic gap. And when we read that the Jews 
originally came from the land of Ur on the Persian 
Gulf, this may be true, but also it may be false 
Rather than tell you many things which were not so, 
[ tell you nothing at all, and only mention a very 
few facts, upon whieh all historians agree, 

The earliest ancestors of the Jews probably lived 


in the desert of Arabia. We do not know in what 
century they left their old homesteads, that they 
might enter the fertile plains of western Asia, We 


know that they wandered for many centuries, tr ying 
to get hold of a bit of land whieh they could eall 
their own, but the road which they followed has 
heen lost. We also know that at one time or another, 
the Jews crossed the desert of Mount Sinai and that 
they lived for a while in Ngypt 

Krom that moment on, however, Egyptian and 
Assyrian texts begin to throw some light upon the 
events whieh are enumerated in the Old Testament 

The rest of the story became a familiar tale 
how the Jews left Mgyvpt and after an endless trek 
in the desert, were united intoa strong tribe-—-how 
that tribe conquered a small part of the land of the 
High Roads, called Palestine, and there established 
a nation, and how that nation fought for its inde 
pendence and survived several centuries until it was 
absorbed by the empire of the Mace dopian King, 
Alexander, and was then turned into part of one of 
the minor provinces of the great Roman state 

But when T mention these historical occurrences, 
bear one thing in mind, This time, 1 am not writing 
« book of history. I am not going to tell you what 
(xecording to the best historical information 
actually happened, I am going to try to show you 
how a certain people, called the Jews, thought that 
certain things had happened, 

As you all know, there is a great deal of differ 
ence between the things that ‘‘are facts’? and the 
things which we ‘‘believe to be facts:’’ Kyery texi 
book of history of every land tells the story of the 
pest as the people of that particular country believe 
it to be true, but when you cross the frontier and 
read the text-book of the nearest neighbour, you

What is true of the rest of the world is also true 
of the Jews. The Jews of thirty centuries ago and

Like the executioner of Meung in 
Alexander Dumas’ “Three Musketeers,” 
has Britain's official hangman been so 
tormented with terrible memories that he 
has been obliged to abandon his calling? 

All official Britain was surprised the 
other day to hear that doughty John 
Ellis, the nation’s official hangman, had 
tendered his resignation to the Crown, 
It was he who sprung the trap which 
sent the notorious murderer, Dr, Hawley 
Crippen, to his doom, The famous polit- 
ical prisoner, Sir Roger Casement, met 
death at his hand, Mrs, Edith Thompson, 
of the sensational Bywater-Thompson 
murder, was ushered out of this life by 
him, These and hundreds of other con- 
demned souls he sent forth to that bourn 
from which there is no returning, 

But now John Ellis has made it known 
to the British Kingdom that he will serve 
ho longer as death's swift agent. In his 
formal resignation he would givé no rea- 
son for his decision, He only announced 
he was planning to spend the rest of his 
life on a quiet farm, Ellis would furnish 
no explanation for his retirement, but 
it is being reported that the nation's 
public executioner had become so tor- 
mented by memories of the many deaths 
on the scaffold at which he had officiated 
that he was obliged to resign to suve 
his health, 

Did the face of the beautiful but mis- 
creant Mrs, Edith Thompson, whom thou 
sands esserted was not guilty of the 
crime for which she met death, persist 
in haunting the dreams of John Ellis? 

When he tried to drop off into the 
slumber that is the due of all just men, 
did the ghostly features of the other 
condemned men and women he sent into 
eternity seem to return from that shad. 
owy Jand and people the air all about 
him? Even if a man kills justly, ean he 
ever forget, once having dealt out death 
where life was only a moment before?

TUE estate of the hangman, vr eaceu- 

tioner, is indeed the grimmest that 
life affords to any man, Most of us have 
our only contact with the gruesomeness 
of life through the stage or screen, But 
even here the censor rules out certain de 
tails apt to photograph themselves in- 
delibly on the human mind, But the 
state has appointed no censor for the 
public executioner, Ile may not drink 
in just so much of murky tragedy and 
then go out and lose his gruesome 
thoughts in the sunlight. For this man 
is dealing with the griff business of life 
itself——and death, 

In the gaunt, bare execution shed 
stands the utensil of his trade, Stark 
and mute the gallows rears itself, Sun- 
light seeps through windows, piereing 
grim walls that are high and smudged 
and dull, A’ sunbeam is a bitter satire 
in this room of death, For presently a 
door opens and in staggers a woman pale 
of face, half walking and half carried, 
She gives a wild moan of terrible fear 
and despair, Mad, beseeching protesta- 
tions follow, 

But outside, in the prison tower, a 
bell tolls as immutably as time. Firm 
hands lift the woman to the place of 
death, Silence ticks on as does a clock, 
the only ornament in this place beyond

The hangman’s 
day’s work is done, 

Perhaps it is not the beseeching ery 
of a woman he must send into eter- 
nity that echoes in the hangman's ears, 
As like as not it is the imprecations of 
some desperado who curses his way out 
of life, or it might be the penitent prayer 
of some poor soul who raises an an- 
guished face and then goes repentant to 
his end, 

This has been the lot of the headsman 
all down through the ages. 

Who does not remember tne scenes 
surrounding the executions of the French 
Revolution and immortalized by Victor 
Hugo and Charles Dickens? History 
tells us, of course, that all those who 
followed this gruesome calling have not 
been disturbed by it. France, in fact, 
has produced remarkable dynasties of 
those who presided over her guillotine, 
The calling was handed down from father 
to son—so directly so, in fact, that be- 
tween the years 1684 and 1847 the state 
headsman of France had only one name 

_that of Sanson—and these ‘Messieurs 
de Paris,’ as they were known, took in 
turn the titles of Sanson the First, the 
Second, the Third, and so on, much in 
the style of Kings. 

It was Sanson the Fifth who took of 
more heads than all the other Sansons 
put together, It was he who guillotined 
Marie Antoinette, the Princess Eliza- 
beth, Charlotte Corday, Malesherbes the 
Countess du Barry, Danton and at last 
Robespierre himself, as well as Couthon, 
Saint Just and a host of other illustrious 
victims, ' 


MUHE Diebler dynasty succeeded that of 

the Sanson, and it is a descendant of 
a Diebler who presides over the guillotine 
of France today. It was one of these 
latter-day Dieblers who was disturbed so 
little by his vocation that he kept in his 
home in Paris a perfect miniature of a 
little guillotine, which he proudly dis- 
played and beside it the exact record of 
all those he had put to death, 

But John Ellis, who until a few weeks 
ago was headsman of Great Britain, was 
not a Diebler in any sense of the word, 
It is easier to find his prototype in the 
famous executioner of Meung in Dumas’ 
“Three Musketeers,” the headsman who 
was so tormented by the memories of his 
victimes that, like Ellis has just done, he 
yesolved to execyite no more, that he 
might regain his peace of soul,

There have always been executioners 
who strutted about, even enjoying the 
terror they might strike in a crowd and 
the flight of the superstitious, who con- 
sidered it an omen of evil to come face 
to face with a headsman. But there have 
always been executioners of tender heart 
as well, 

There is, for instance, that classic ex- 
ample of Sanson the Fourth, who was 
called upon to execute King Louis XVI, 
and who did so because his own life 
would be imperiled if he refused But 
when the King’s head was held up San- 
son, feeling himself a murderer by com 
pulsion, sickened at the sight. He went 
home, grew worse, never recovered his 
former health and in six months was 
dead. In his will he left a sum of money 
to pay for a yearly mass for the repose 
of the King's soul, a circumstance which 
has been put to good use by more than 
one writer of historical romances 


M AY it not be that just this same sort 
of remorse and compunction filled 
the heart of this modern “headsman.” 
the public executioner of thi 
Britain of today? His friends are say- 
ing now that he is so tender-hearted he 
will not even kill one of the chickens he 
raises on his poultry farm, but gets some 
one else to do the deed instead 
Contrast with this the fact Ellis dur 
hiv twenty-three years as official hang 
man took many human live und you 
will get one of those queer paradoxes of 
character that all the psychology and 
science from now until doomsday will 
never be able to explain

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HATEVER the evils of rum, there 

seems to be no question of the fact 

that narcotic drugs are today a greater 

menace in this country than alcohol ever 

was, according to Government authori- 
ties in Washington. 

Their effects are incomparably worse, 
and efforts to check their importation 
and distribution are only in small degree 
successful, Their bulk is so small. that 
it is easy to hide and to transport con- 
siderable quantities. . 

During the last year Government 
agents seized 4737 ounces of illicit 
opium, 1341 ounces of morphine, 168 
ounces of codeine, 415 ounces of heroin 
and 1222 ounces of cocaine. But these 
items doubtless represent only a small 
fraction of the total quantity of nar- 
cotic drugs unlawfully sold, 

Federal detectives watch the seaports 
and search every suspected ship, Oc- 
casionally their efforts are successful 
and arrests and seizures are made, But 
the opportunities for smuggling are 
many. Drugs may be brought in sur- 
reptitiously at any point on the Cana- 
dian border, or on the Mexican bound- 
ary line; it is not possible to keep effec- 
tive watch along all those thousands of 
miles of frontier. 

Pitted against the wits of the detec- 
tives is the ingenuity of the smugglers, 
which is often remarkable. Opium has 
been found in the thick soles of Chinese 
shoes, in mats of rice, in barrels of 
pickled salmon, in hollowed sticks of 
timber, in bunkers of coal, bencath false 
bottoms of lockers, in the tubes of ships’ 
boilers and even in grindstones. 

Recently a steamer which docked at 
New York was suspected because a sea- 
man on board of her was privately seek- 
ing a market for morphine and cocaine. 
t Holes were found bored in the messroom 
wall, wherein the drugs were hidden. 
After they were “planted” in the holes, 
the wall was repaired, the crannies were 
filled with soap, and a final scrubbing 
removed all traces of the operation,

In one 
patch from choice seed Canon Vale grew potatoes 
which weighed as much as two pounds ar‘ece, 
He sent some of them in 1921 to Ottawa to show 
the agricultural possibilities of Canada’s north- 
ern hinterland. How great a yield these pota- 
toes gave may be judged from the fact that Dr. 
Miller and Mr. Henderson, two dominion govern- 
ment officials sent in on observatory work, mea- 
sured out the plot and calculated that the yield 
of potatoes was 783 bushels to the acre. Very 
nearly a world’s record, which is exactly 800 
bushels. Not bad for a country contiguous to 
the Arctic circle. 

The boys also help in cutting the hay and 
Stacking it as well as in hauling it home. ‘The 
last is dome in the fall by dogs over the light ice 
before it is strong enough to bear the weight of 
the oxen belonging to the Anglican mission.

Which is strange when you think that 
these instructions were written to appeal to Eng- 
iish boys so very far away living under such 
different conditions. 

“The mathematical ability of these boys, 
though, is very limited,” declares Canon Vale. 
“They are deficient in reasoning power. We 
get better results with the Eskimo than with the 
Indians. The Eskimo character is more ‘stable, 
The Eskimo is slow but sleady and thorough. 
The Indian is much more liable to be impulsive. 
Besides, the Eskimo is much moge provident. 

So far as the girl boarders are @eneerned they 
are taught all kinds of household work of a 
nature that will be useful to them at home, knit- 
ting and the making of moccasins, etg. If the 
girls do well they are given a little reward in 


now a fine type of sled dog which is in demand 
all over the territory by police and traders, pups 
of the mission selling for $100 apicce when they 
are about a year old and broken to harness. By 
careful cultivation he has been able to double the 
working life of the sled dog. All his dogs are 
tractable, easy to handle, and not ferocious: they 
can be turned loose and handled by children. If 
a dog is given to biting it is sold or shot, 

Besides hauling in the hay, Canon Vale uses 
his dogs with success for ploughing. They have 
to be watched carefully for the reason that in 
the summer they heat quickly, When they do 
tLey are simply unhitehed from the plough and 
allowed to run to the river to cool off, when 
they dro recalled to the work of breaking the 
furrows, 


Training Dogs to Plow 


661D REAKING these dogs ts easy,” declares 
Canon Vale. “Leave your whip in the 


house and use patience. We start training them 
when they are eight months old by harnessing 
them up with the older dogs. The first day the 
newcomer has probably to be dragged along, but 
in two days he has got the idea in his head. Of 


course tra’ning a leader takes longer. Some- 
times a year is necessary.” 

After all, the sied dog's vocabulary Is limited. 
“Gee” (right), “Haw” (left), “Whoa” and 
“Marche” are all that he needs to know. With 
these four words in his head be may be driven 
for hundreds of miles, 

These Gogs have really wonderful capacity 
and staying power. Each can drag a weight of 
from 80 to 100 pounds for eight or nine hours a 
day, day after day, averaging thirty miles of 
travel. Canon Vale vith his dogs has traveled 
from Fort Resolution to Hay river, 80 miles, in 
a day and a half. He holds the record from 
Fort Simpson to Hay river, a distance of 250 
miles. With five dogs, traveling light, he had 
made tNe journey in five “nights”—nights being 
the measuryement of travel in the northwest. 

Canon Vale is inclined to believe wolves 
dangerous on occasion. The natives of the Mac- 
kenzie river-region are afraid of them at least. 
An Indian in the territory with children will not 
kill a wolf because of the widespread bellef that 
if he does the youngest child will dic. For this 
reason wolves enjoy a comparative immunity 
there and are found in big numbers. 

One morning after arrival at Fort Simpson 
some Indians who had been following his trail 
and arrived somewhat later asked excitedly, “Is 
the minister here?” ‘Told that Canon Vale had 
come, they asked to see him, when they informed 
him that he had been followed for miles by five 
wolves. He had not been aware of their pre- 
But the Indians 


wolf ran as far as the chain of the trap would 
allow, The Indian threw the axe, and missed, 
It went beyond the wolf's reach. He circled 
and threw again. Again he missed. But on the 
third attempt be struck the wolf on the bend, 
stunning it. With a bound he threw hiniself on 
the wolf and quickly killed it. Canon Vale and 
ho buried the wolf and continued their journey. 

So unusua; was this feat of the tndian’s that 
the natives at Hay river would not believe that 
the wolf hau been killed with an axe until they 
were brought and shown the body. 

When Canon Vale. who after graduating from 
Wycliffe spent a year in Lindsay, Ont., first went 
to Hay river mission, the nearest doctor was at 
Wdmouton, 900 miles away. Fortunately his 
wife, formerly Miss M. 8, Nash, of Bast Zorra, 
who married and joined bim in 1909, was a 
graduate nurse, an the years since she has done 
an immense amount of medical and surgical 
work in the territory. 

In 1912 she set her husband's broken ankle. 
It was well set. He has traveled a gwod man) 
hundred miles on it since, She has sewn up 
many axe cuts, incluaing a terrible cut as the 
result of a man burying his axe in his thigh, 
severing the sinews, which she drew together 
and stitched. 

Another man practically destroyed his band 
with an old muzzle-loader. He came to ber with 
the fingers hanging by mere threads. Mys. 
Vale feared at first she would have to amputate 
them. But she sewed them up and bound each 
finger separately. Aad they actually grew. For 
v long time the man’s Land was stiff and useless, 
but eventually he was able to use a paddle. Once

§ miserable as a toad under a harrow 
is an old comparison, You can’t 


As the big team of horses comes along dragging 
the harrow, the farmer sometimes standing on the 
harrow to add his weight to the pressure of the 
sharp teeth, the poor hoptoad, bewildered, usually 
sits still. 

There are only two things that he can do, SIT 
or HOP. And hopping, especiaily from an uneven 
surface, is uncertain, you can’t tell where you will 
land. 
In that respect the hoptoad is PHYSICALLY 
like many of us human beings MENTALLY. We 
spend our lives, mentally sitting, then hopping, and 
with great uncertainty through it all. 

Often the poor hoptoad hops too late, or hops 
not at all, and before he knews it the horses have 
passed by and the harrow is above him, 

Here in Mr. McCay’s picture you see him sit- 
ting, a sad hoptoad, again uncertain whether it will 
be safer for him to hop or to sit where he is and 
take his chances among the sharp teeth, 


This is a picture of life, and many of the mil- 
lions that see this picture to-day will say to them- 
selves, ‘‘I’m that hoptoad, that’s exactly where I 
am sitting.” 

And at the same time they will see and recog- 
nize in the supercilious butterfly that wonders why 
the toad worries, the rich, prosperous person, free 
from the sharp teeth of care and worry. 

The business man struggling with conditions is 
one type of ‘‘toad under the harrow.’’ Taxes on in- 
come, on business, ‘‘luxury’’ taxes on the things 
that he gells, high rents, difficulty in securing as- 
sistants, uncertainty of markets, the constantly in- 
creasing prices, rent going higher, croakers saying 
that times will be bad, pou cians disturbing his 
calculations, and with their election tactics that 
bring on, without cause, a doubtful Presidential 
year—these are some of the business man toad

The more numerous ‘‘toad under the harrow’’ 


is the average FAMILY man. There are sharp 
teeth all around HIM, beginning with the little 


teeth of the family for which he must provide food. . 


In HIS life everything seems to go up except the

Nobody ever suggests, even faintly, that anything 
will ever come DOWN.

Bushels of “Nut’’ Letters 

ERHAPS it would be unfair to describe as 

“nut” letters” the sheaves of telegrams and 
shoals of shrieks which pour in upon the premier 
at moments when national policy is being deter- 
mined, particularly when a budget is brought 
down. There was a hint of tariff change in this 
year’s speech from the throne, and the premier’s 
ante-room was knee-deep with wires of protec- 
tionist protest. Two years ago, when Winston 
Churchill and Lloyd George tried to rush us into 
hostilities with Turkey, Mr. Mackenzie King 
was inundated with telegrams for war, and 
against war. 

The secretaries are like snow-sheds to protect 
-the premier against theea paper avalanches. All 
letters are answered, but not by him. Other- 
wise he would answer for it with the worst case 
of writer's cramp ever known, 

His actual correspondence is formidable 
enough. In addition to the preparatiun of siate 
documents, which require most careful atten- 
tion, he bas an enormous amount of private 
correspondence, If letters were bricks as they 
were in Babylun the letters of our prime minis- 
ters could be built into pyramids which would 
rival those of the Pharaohs. And perhaps Mac- 
kenzie King’s pyramid would equal that of 
Chéops. He is a prolific lotter writer. 

Every member ofthe House of Commons has 
the right to get from the prime minister a per- 
sonal reply to a personal note. As a party 
leader he has the same epistolary obligation 
toward the prominent members of his party 
scattered throughout all Canada. The mau who 
makes a practice of throwing his letters into 
the, waste paper basket unopened, or of filing 
them in pigeon holes unanswered, may dodge 
his creditors, but cam never become prime 
minister, 

Mackenzie King is generous in his correspon- 
dence, but perhaps no prime minister was ever 
50 generous as Sir Robert Borden. During the 
war he devoted all his available time to writing 
fathers or mothers personal notes of sympathy 
for the loss of their sons. Today thousands of 
Canadian families cherish these as war 
memorials,

There has always been a type of man—never 
foo intelligent and idgm prominent--who re- 
garded all men as crooked, as having their price, 
and between wen only this difference that some 
have been found out and some have not, This 
inean and poor conception of mankind appears 
to have spread until it is almost the fashion to 
denounes as “uplifters’ all who profess old 
fashioned standards and to regard only those a 
being honest who flippantly profess to be other- 
wise. More wen, of course, are honest than pro 
feas to be in these days of levity on sueh sub 
jects.

NE of the most curious premonitory 

symptoms of seasickness, observed 
in a few individuals, is an abnormal appe- 
tite. Hardly do they reach rough water 
when they are seized with a great desire 
for food and lots of it, 

The “hanker” does not last long. Or- 
dinarily the mere mention of “eats” dis- 
gusts a seasick person. If only mildly 
affected, he has sensations of malaise and 
giddiness, followed by headache, ringing 
in the ears, drowsiness, and uncomfort- 
ableness of the stomach, 

In very bad cases there is utter pros- 
tration, with mental depression, despon- 
deney, and even a feeling of despair, If 
a storm be raging, the sufferer does not 
care whether the ship sinks or not, 
There may be complete loss of will 
power, and of power to concentrate at- 
tention upon anything, 

The initial symptoms of seasickness 
usually are o headachy feeling, perhaps 
a sensation as of constriction across the 
forehead, Presently the sufferer be- 
comes chilly; or there may be alternating

Headache is often intense. It may be 
over the forehead and temples, or on the 
top or back of the head, ‘There may be 
pain in the back of the neck, or neuralgic 
pains in the arms and legs. Other symp- 
toms are pain in the eyes, double vision, 
weak and rapid pulse, clammy skin, illu- 
sions of taste and smell, and nervous 
exhaustion,

Obviously one should choose a time of 
vear when the ocean is likely to be least 
etormy- spring, not too early in the sea- 
fon, or summer, 

Avoid exertion, Move about as little 
as possible until accustomed to the ship's 
motion, So far’as may be practicable, 
stay out on deck, If predisposed to sea- 
sickness, recline in a sheltered place 
amidships, on the leeward side, out of 
the sunshine, comfortably covered, with 
the eyes closed, Seek pleasant company, 
and avoid the nearness of seasick per- 
sons. Suggestion is a powerful assistant 
to seasickness, 

When the slightest disagreeable sensa- 
tion is felt, lie down at once, with only 
one flat pillow, and close the eyes, If 
worse, dispense with the pillow 

Avoid morning walks on deck before 
breakfast, Try to breakfast immediately 
on rising. A little fruit or light food 
before rising may be helpful, It is most 
important to eat, No particular kind of 
food tends to prevent or alleviate sea 
tickness, but what the condition calls for 
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is small and frequent meals—-moderate 
quantities of easily digested food at short 
intervals. Don't allow the stomach to 
remain empty. There is nothing more 
distressing than retching with an empty 
ttomach; and it weakens the patient, 

Thin soups, broths, and gruels are ree- 
emmended; but many experienced ships 
surgeons advise against too much liquid 
food, which may encourage vomiting. A 
little ginger ale is refreshin Coffee 
or tea in small doses, as hot as possible, 
sometimes soothes and iny woraces a Bea- 
eick person, 

Tendency to seasickness is aggravated 
by physical or mental fatigue, or by 
emotional excitement such as parting 
from relatives and friends may occasion, 
It is very desirable that all preparations, 
even to the last trunk-strap, should be 
completed at least twenty-four hours be- 
fore embarking, so that the system may 
not be exhausted at the start. 


IF the voyager is specially predisposed 

to seasickness, the wisest thing is to 
go to bed before the ship gets under 
way, having previously arranged within 
easy reach such things as may be needed 
during the first day or two, It is well, 
under such circumstances, to avold lift.

Campaign Under Way in 
United States to Abolish 
Signboards 


NEW YORK 

The multitudes of glaring sign 
boards which dot the highways from 
coast to coast are doomed and will 
be largely done away with, if the 
campaign of the United States Nat- 
fonal Committee for Restriction of 
Outdoor Advertising is successfully 
carried out. Its program to pre- 
serve the scenic beauty of the coun- 
try’s roadways and to eliminate the 
unsightly billboards which line every 
vacant space in the cities, already 
has been indorsed by 16 national 
advertisers, according to Mra. W. lL. 
Lawton, committee. chairman, 

Ifforts to do away with the sigs 
are now being projected by the com- 
mittee Ie, nine states and eventually 
it is planned to extend the move- 
ment thoroughout the nation. 

The national organization is at 
present co-operating with 41. clvie, 
social] and other bodies, 13 of which 
national, including the Federa- 


den Clubs of America. 

In a campaign to preserve civic 
values the support of Chambers 
Merchants’ Associa- 
enlisted.

Les- 
lie and his friends declared that 
there would be no flag. A number 


of threats were made by followers 
of both sides and the police were 
valled out to quell the disturbance, 

O'Brien, however, had his group 
of 200 into Queen's park as intend- 
ed, behind the Union Jack. Leslie, 
not to be outdone, led his group in- 
to Bayside park where he and his 
supporters laid down the cause of 
unemployment from the soclalistio 
point of view.

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New Aquarium Opened - 


To Public in London Built On_ 


Installation Is Greatest Enterprise Undertaken by the Zoo-| 


logical Society in Its History, Now Nearly Century 
Long—Building Under Mappin Terraces 


LONDON, -—- The new aquarium 


in the Zoological Gardeng was open- | pipes 


to Fellows and their friends on Sa- 
turday and Sunday, April 6 and 6, 
and to other visitors to the Gardens 
from Monday, April 7. 

The installation is the greatest 
enterprise undertaken by the Zoo- 
logical Society in the course of its 
history, now nearly a century long. 
The building is placed under the 
Mappin Terraces, the hills of which 
conceal the high level reservoirs of 
the circulation system and give the 
necessary protection from tnequall- 
ties of temperature, The area oc- 
cupied is a crescent, following the 
curve of the hills and is almost ex- 


actly 450ft. in length. There are 
26 tanks, ranging in length from 
20ft. to 60ft., for fresh-water 


17 tanks, the largest two 
for marine 


creatures; 
of which are over 80ft., 
animals; and there are 40 smaller 
tanks for tropical fish. The total 
cost of erection, equipment, and 
stocking has been nearly £54,000, 
met partly by realization of the 
Soclety's freshold property and part- 
ly by a loan guaranteed by the

provide for the cost of maintenance 
and a sinking fund for the debt 
nearly £10,000 n year will be re- 
quired, and it is therefore necessary 
to make a charge for visits to the 
aquarium in addition to the pay- 
ment for entrance to the Gardena.

ly shelving frame of dark green 
marble compésition, The general 
effect is that of a pictur» gallery, 
its two curved walls hung with a 
series of pictures all “on the line,” 
But the pletures are living. Hach 
has a background of natural rock, 
grey or red granite, weathered 


limestone, sandstone, or slate, some 
with natural fossils, others with 
corals or giant shells; and each 
composing a distinct scene of sub- 
aqueous beaches and ledges, shely- 
ing rocks or tumbled boulders. 
A Varicty of Sea Creatures 
Fortunately full labels and col- 
oured diagrams of the animals are 
provided, as it would require sev-

As for building materials, whole 
sale prices, which stood at 188 in 
January, 1923, were 181 in January, 
1924 whereas retail prices, which 
stood at 195 in January, 1923, were 
204 in January 1924. This doubt- 
less means a slight decline in the 
long run, though retail prices have
